Che Bird Fair. 


Speaking of a correspondent’s reference 
in Thursday’s “Diary” to the Sunday 
Bird Fair in Bride street, a friend tells 
me that twenty or thirty years ago the 
Fair was held in St. Patrick's North 
Close. At that fime there was a tradition 
that the Fair had been closely associated 
with the French, or Huguenot, colony, 
which was numerous in this locality up 
till about a hundred years ago. My friend 
thought the Bird Fair may have had its 
origin with these exiles, who were said to 
be great bird-fanciers. 


In the eighteenth century Weavers’ 
square, and this whole area had a con- 


siderable Hugnenot population, which 
maintained a separate existence as long 
as te textile trades prospered in the city. 
At one time, I believe, they had no Jess 
than three congregations of their own in 
Dublin. One of these was Episcopal and 
was attached to St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
the Dean and Chapter of which granted 
them the use of St. Mary’s Chanel. The 
other two were Calvinistic, and 
worshipped at Lucas lane and Peter street. 
But as a distinct community the Hugue- 
nots declined in the early years of Jast 
century, and their Peter street church came 


into the possession of the Molyneux 
AsyJum for the Blind, now at Leeson 
Park. 

Strangely enough, an almost purely 


Gaelic colony replaced the French one in 
the vicinity of St. Patrick’s, especially 
after the great famine, and Walker's 
alley and Goodman’s Jane housed many of 
these newcoiners- But about the beginning 
of the present century these homses were 
levelled, and these Gaels from Connacht 
and Munster became merged, like their 
French predecessors, in the general body of 
Dublin’s population.

Broc and Radger.

A Northern me that the 


Donegal reader who remarked that 
‘“broc’’ and ‘‘badger’’ were applied to 
the same animal was quite correct. In 


fact, the word ‘*‘ broc,’’ or ‘‘ brock,’’ is an 


early English name, no doubt derived 
from Gaelic, for the hibernating animal 
known in ‘later centuries as the badger. 
As another correspondent writes, it was 
used by Ben Jonson and Shakespeare, 
and, he might have added, among others, 
Skelton and Huloet—‘‘ Brocke or badger or 
graye beast, taxo.’” A synonymous term 
in English was “gray ” or “gprey,” aud 
badger seems to be a comparatively 
modern name. 

My friend says that in some parts of 
the North the two words are interchange- 
able, but as theso districts were Irish- 
speaking up to a few generations ago it is 
not possible to say whether the local 
people’s use of the word brock comes from 
English or Irish. The animal itself is a 
rather squat, short-legged fellow, with a 
powerful lower jaw, verv difficult to 
dislocate, and this, with its tough hide 
and great strength, makes it a very for- 
midable antagonist for even the fiercest of 
dogs. It appears to feed on a combined 
animal and vegetarian diet and lives a 
solitary life. 

On various occasions my friend has seen 
a badger barrelled and baited, and each 
time the badger routed several canine 
attackers before succumbing. These were 
rare events; and, as a regular “sport,” 
badger-baiting is no longer one of our 
rural customs. But within the last year or 
two he has met men from the Irish mid- 
lands on their way to Scotland, with 
badgers for baiting purposes, and they 
seemed to do quite a thriving trade. 

At one time the badger’s skin was used 
for military knapsacks and pistol cases 
and its hair for shaving brushes, and 
naturalists say it is ome of the earliest 
mammals still surviving in these countries.

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PILOTAGE DUES. 


From Our Spectar CORRESPONDENT.

' Considerable interest has been ee - WR 
“sh ni sc raya = EA HE sn 
companies an ork Harbour 
Commissioners regarding the exclusion of 
liners from the ae ag reduction in 
pilotage dues at the port here, which is 
to be confined to freighters. The s 
scale is virtually a complete reversion to 
the charges existing before the war, and, 
as the companies are now aying one 
hundred = cent. more on their vessels 
than in 1915, they contend that, as they 
sete pe: largely towards the pilota 
und, any reductions to be made should 
be operetive in the case of their vessels 


On the other hand, the Commissioners 
point out that, on the flat rate of £20 
pilotage dues per call on every liner, the 
companies are actually in receipt of a con- 
cession, and, in the majority of cases, are 
paying only one-fifth of the amount 
chargeable on their vessels under this head- 
ing. In view of this they are not inclined 
to take seriously the suggestion that a 
reduction—which at the most could only be 
£10—would be a sufficient inducement for 
an increased number of liners to call at 
Queenstown, with resultant benefit to tho 
tourist traffic of this country. The 
opinion of the majority of the members is 
that the companies are receiving a very 
fair return for their payments under 
pliotage dues, as the service and equip- 
ment have been greatly improved of late 
years. 


BEFORE THE WAR. 


Some interesting facts and figyres have 
been brought to light as a result of the 
joint protest which the companies lodged 
with the Department of Industry and 
Commerce. Une is the fact that up to 
1911 only 30s. pilotage dues was charged 
on American liners, and it was only 
through the activities of the United King- 
dom Pilotage Association that that 
amount was doubled in that year. Two 
years later the unhappy plight of the Cork 
pilots on starvation wages was one of the 
circumstances leading up to the introduc- 
tion of the Pilotage Act in the Imperial 
Parliament, and, following the passage of 
that measure, the pilotage dues on liners 
were fixed at fifteen per cent. of the full 
amount due. 

This agreement fell through during the 
Great War, when the liners were pro- 
hibited from entering Cark Harbour, and, 
on the resumption of trans-Atlantic calls 
at the port, the Board accepted the offer 
of the White Star and Cunard companies 
of £20 per call pilotage dues. Increased 
rivalry in the shipping world has caused 
several more companies to make Queens- 
town a port of call, and six liners on an 
average enter the harbour weekly. 

While the actual revenue derived by the 
Board does not exceed £40 on every liner 
calling, a considerable sum is spent by 
the companies in many other directions— 
apart altogether from the number of 
visitors landed at Queenstown—and the 
conference which wil] take place between 
the two parties concerned in the dispute, 
is an earnest of the Commissioners’ desire 
to take no action which might prove 
detrimental to the traffic at the port. 


OVERCROWDED ASYLUMS. 


The Joint Committee of Management of 
the Cork Mental Hospital have a difficult 
problem to solve in the provision of addi. 
tional accommodation for the patients 
under their charge without placing any 
further burden on the ‘taxpayers. It was 
recently reported that both the Cork 
institution and the auxiliary home at 
Youghal were filled to the utmost capacity, 
and that the provision of accommodation 
for three hundred further patients was a 
matter of urgency. 

Since then a number of buildings, both 
in Cork and Youghal, have been exa- 
mined, but owing to the extensive struc- 
tural alterations necessary in each case, 
none has been found suitable. The 
suggestion of moving slowly in the matter 
is possibly the easy way out of the 
dificulty, but this is merely shelving a 
critical problem which will have to be 
faced sooner or later. The alleviation of 
the present overcrowding in the Cork 
Mental Hospital alone, where there are 
260 patients too many, is a matter of 
serious urgency. Therefore, it is to be 
hoped that—as the majority of the 
members are apparently in agreement that 
the necessary additional building should 
be erected at Youghal—a decision shortly 
will be reached as to whether the build- 
ings will be of a permanent or temporary 
character. 


BEER AND SPIRITS TAX. 


During the past week the members of 
the Munster Licensed Trade Protective 
Association in no unmistakable terms pro- 
tested vigorously “ against the confisca- 
tion of its property by the continuation of 
war-time taxation of beer and spirits,’ 
and called on the Government to give a 
substantial measure of relief in these 
duties in the forthcoming Budget. _ 
Great stress was laid on the vast differ. 
‘ences between the duties on beer and 
spirits during the years before the war 
and at the present time, and Mr. J. ©. 
foley, the President of the Irish Tourist 
Development Association, who presided 
at the annual meeting of the licensed 
traders, declared that the ‘exorbitant 
taxes on Irish stout and Irish whiskey 
deprived the Irish people of their right to 
use ‘‘natural, native healthy stimulants 
at reasonable ices.”” No other home 
industry was ole upon to pay such an 
impost, he said, and his gg yen of 
the feeling of all sections of the trade at 
present was that they were no longer pre- 
pared to continue in the position of 
“ unpaid tax-gatherers “ for the Govern- 
ment, while their property was being 
gradually confiscated and their resources 
exhausted. Beh 
In the system by which compensation 1s 
levied “ the trade ” also find a grievance, 
and one prominent member of the organt- 
sation suggested that when the Govern- 
ment were making awards out of the 
public purse they did not display the 
enerosity as under the Liquor Act. 
As fully two-thirds of the licences in the 
City of Cork alone are liable to abolition, 
he declared that it was a grave injustice 
to the remaining publicans that compen- 
sation should be calculated on the basis 
of gross ts, which, in many instances, 
imht be diminished by the payment of 
overhead expenses. :

The Commissioners and the Trans-Atlantic 
Liners : Signs of Growing Prosperity : Protests 
Against Taxation: Lack of Civic Spirit 
in Modern Youth. 


——— 


Despite the prevalent distress and unem- 
ployment in the city, the sum of almost 
£80,000 was received in smal] amounts 
during the past twelve months, It is quite 
true that the amount drawn, including 
interest, was somewhat in excess of that 
figure; but, as was pointed out at the 
meeting, the large proportion of the money 
was either invested in business or put 
into house property. 

The Bishop of Cork, Cloyne and Ross 
(Right Rev. Dr. Dowse), in reviewing the 
work of the past twelve months, said that 
after one hundred years of existence the 
Cork Savings Bank had been renewed with 
the spirit of youth, and, despite the diffi- 
cult times through which their country 
was passing, the people of Cork were 
becoming more thrifty, as last year’s 
marvellous record had never been equalled 
in the history of thoir institution. 

The Bishop was not despondent over 
the fact that the withdrawals had ex- 
ceeded the deposits, and, pointing out 
that their bank was not a “hoarding”’ 
concern, said that the investment of the 
money in business and property all tended 
towards the increase of their national 


prosperity. 
YOUTH NOT AT THE PROW. 


The difficulty of persuading the right 
type of candidate to accept nomination 
for election to public bodies is not con- 
fined to any particular ‘district, and the 
problem is one which has to be faced hy 
all parties contesting the forthcoming 
civic election in Cork City, which, it is 
anticipated, will take place during the 
month of March, as soon as possible after 
the Cork City Management Bill becomes 
operative. Even in the recently estab- 
lished Business Party, which has the 
support of the joint Chambers of Com- 
merce in the city, comprising virtually 
the entire business community, the 
members seem disinclined to seek civic 
honour. or position. 

The position apparently has been created 
arenes modern youth’s lack of interest in 
public affairs. The young men of the 
present day are not coming forward—in 
Cork, at any rate—to fill the places 
formerly occupied by their fathers. This 
is the contention of one leading Cork 
business man, who has played a prominent 
part in the political and social life of the 
city for more than forty years. ' 

“The men of my generation,” he said to 
me recently, ‘‘feel thatabhey are too old 
for the strain of public life; but the 
younger generation do not seem to realise 
that they have a duty to perform towards 
the community, and many of them, with a 
large stake in the country, are unwilling 
to devote part of their leisure to service 
which should benefit not only themselves, 
but their fellow-citizens.”’ 


TAX-REDUCTION SUGGESTIONS. 


Resolutions have been adopted by the 
West Limerick Branch of the Farmers’ 
Union calling for a reduction of the 
present taxation in the Irish Free State, 
which, it was suggested, were excessive 
and beyond the capacity of the people to 
pay. Recommendations were made that 
membership of Dail Eireann be reduced 
to sixty-five; that the sajary of the 
Governor-General be reduced from £28,000 
to £6,000 per annum; that Ministers’ 
salaries be reduced and payments to 
Senators abolished, and that the cost of 
living bonus to officials earning over £500 
a year be abolished; that the Army be 
reduced to half its present strength ; that 
the arrears due by defaulting annuitants 
be added to their annuities, and that 
grants withheld should be paid to local 
authorities. 

Mr. C. D. O'Sullivan, who presided, 
dealt at considerable length with the high 
cost of living in the Free State, and 
questioned the wisdom of the Government 
in placing a tariff on articles which they 
did not manufacture in this country. It 
was the consumer who had to pay this 
high duty of thirty-three and a-third per 
cent., and if they thought it right and 
proper to tax what they did not produce 
or manufacture, why did they not protect 
what was produced or manufactured in 
the country? ‘“ The farmer,” he added. 
“has no protection in the home market 
from foreign butter or Chinese bacon.” 

Mr. G. C. Bennett, T.D. (Government), 
pointed out that the salary of the 
Governor-General was not £28,000 per 
year, which was the cost of the entire 
establishment. His salary was only 
£6,000. 

The suggestion that political divisions 
were at the root of all their troubles was 
made by Mr. M. Colbert, whose amend- 
ment, that the financial agreement between 
Great Britain and the Free State should 
be revised with a view of retaining the 
land annuities and other payments in the 
country, was ruled out of order.

DINNER. 


The Irish staff of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway Company held their annual 
dinner of Thursday last in Wynn’s Hotel, 
Dublin, and the occasion proved to be one of 
the most successful and enjoyable of the func- 
tions yet held. A new element was the présence 
of superannuated members, who were there as 
guests. 

The chair was taken by Mr. R. D. Roberts, 
recently appointed Irish traffic manager of the 
company, who proposed the toast of the even- 
ing, that of ‘‘The Irish Free State.” He 
stated that there were excellent grounds for 
anticipating substantial progress in the pros- 
perity of the country, and quoted the ex- 

riences of his own company during the past 
be years, which clearly indicated a stead 
advance in the export of all classes oí Iris 
agricultural produce, and also in imports from 
Great Britain. 

Mr. Roberts further expressed the opinion 
that, given peace in industry, there was 
nothing to stop the steady and progressive 
advancement of the country, not only in the 
exportation of live’ stock and other classes of 

roduce, but also in the attraction of tourists 
fn much larger numbers to the country. He 
remarked that Irish butter, ogee and bacon 
stand supremc in British markets. He felt, 
however, that the output falls very far short 
of the opportunities, and that by a healthy 
co-operation between all interests concerned 
there was no adequate reason why exports of 
produce should not be doubled in the course 
of time. The staff of the L.M.S. throughout 
the country were only too anxious to play 
their part in contributing to that end. 

Dr. Myles Keogh, T.D., respondin to the 
toast, spoke in optimistic terms regarding the 
future of the Irish Free State, and stressed 
the fact that Ireland and Great Britain were 
inter-dependent one upon the other, and that 
no effort should bo spared to advance their 
common interests.

ELECTRIC LIGHT IN PEMBROKE

Sin,—In his letter published in the /rish 
the 25th inst., the Managin 


Times of 
Director of the Electricity Sup Boa 
ts, and endeavours to prove, his conten- 


tion that the existing charges for current in 
the Pembroke District resulted in a loss fo 
the Council last year, and will not in future 
years provide the necessary surplus for hew 
capital required to meet the growing demand. 
I decline to accept his contention, and I 
adhere to my view that we can pay our way, 
provide for the new capital and maintain our 
existing charges, and I shall try, to prove this 
once more. 

I revert to the figures of the 1928 accounts 
which Dr. McLoughlin relies on to prove his 
case. The accounts, as printed, show an 
apparent deficit of £1,157. As a matter of 
fact, certain adjustments would require to be 
made .to disclose the real ition. For 
example, a contribution of £1,218, contributed 
from surplus profits of previous years, but 
charged against 1928 accounts, cannot be re- 
garded as a trading charge, although required 
to be shown as such. Another example is an 
item for new meters and service cables, 
normally charged by similar undertakings to 
capital account, but in Pembroke for over 
twelve years they have been charged against 
revenue account. From information supplied 
by our electrical engineers [ find that this 
means an additional sum of over £500 yearly 
being so charged against revenue. The sum 
of £500 was largely exceeded ip 1928, but let 
us take it at £500. 

Another item I find in the™928 accounts is 
a sum of £800 charged against aos on 
of the cost of a new generator set which 
amounted to nearly £12,000, permission to 
instal which was asked for early in 1924, and 

ranted in 1926, with the condition attached 
that we pay half the cost out of surplus 
profits and the balance by a five-year loan, 
instead of paying the entire cost on a twenty- 
year loan. e above £800 was a first con- 
tribution out of surplus profits, and is in no 
sense a trading charge. To comply with 
these very unusual conditions we have paid 
this year (1929) out of accumulated profits of 
gi years nearly £6,000. This also will 

e shown in the 1929 accounts as a trading 
charge, and I expect that Dr. McLoughlin, 
when he sees the balance sheet, will again 
publicly interpret it as he does the 1928 ene— 
that our works are being run at a loss, as a 
fictitious loss is bound to be shown owing to 
the method of accounting that we are re- 
quired to follow. A further item is an income 
tax charge of £1,465 14s., paid in 1928, and 
charged against that year in respect of profits 
of the previous year (Schedule D). The actual 
tax on profits for 1928 was £758. The present 
year’s income tax charge will, therefore, be 
reduced by £707. 

In my last letter I mentioned that the 
larger the output of units, the lower the cost 
of production per unit, as the major portion 
of the charges are fixed charges. Now I have 
the authority of our electrical engineer for 
stating that, for the quarter ending ‘June last, 
the total works cost was down by .12d. per 
unit sold, and for the September quarter was 
down by .16d. per unit sold. He 1s confident 
that the remainder of the year will show 
equally good results owing to the largely 
increased output in the December and present 
quarters, which, our engineer assures me, will 
largely exceed the 300,000 units estimated. 

Assuming the units sold to be as estimated 
—viz., 2,714,803—the saving effected from the 
above reduction in works costs will be £1,583 
at least. Further, in April last, we asked for 
sanction to instal another large generator set 
at a cost of £11,000 to 212,600. part of the 
£31,000 referred to, which Dr. McLoughlin, 
speaking for his Bogrd, prides himself on 
having refused, and thus saving us from 
financial disaster. 

As a matter of fact, the set, when in opera- 
tion, would not only provide £1,000 yearly 
towards its capital charges as a result of 
using the old small generator sets only for 
peak loads, but woul effect a further saving 
of £1,000 per year at present paid to the 
Dublin Corporation, and in addition would 
provide us with the means of meeting our 
steadily growing demand for current. The 
probability is that the saving would be con- 
siderably more than the £1,000, as we pay 
large sums annually to the Corporation, but | 
am anxious not to over-state my case. 

I set out below a summary of the items 
of the 1928 accounts, mentioned in detail 
above, together with the savings estimated 
from the expenditure of the new capital of 
£31,000, the profits from the sale of addi- 
tional ynits and after deducting the addi 
tional capital charges to be met. It will be 
seen that we have a surplus of £1,645.

After deducting the total charges from the 
additional resources we have a surplus of 
£1,645 to meet a full year’s charge on the 
five and ten years loans and any additional 
assessments of income tax. 

There is no doubt that a new generator 
set will result in a further reduction in pro- 
duction costs, and, with increased sales, be 
they light, heat or power, will add to the 
surplus available. The action of the Elec- 
tricity Board in refusing us permission to 
instal the new large generator set, instead 
of saving us from financial ruin, as the board 
appear to think, has deprived us of an imme- 
diate saving of over £1,000 yearly by forcing 
us to take considerably more current from 
the Corporation of Dublin at an uneconomic 
price, plus £1,000, towards its own standing 
charges. 

It will be seen that, owing to the system 
of accounts which we are required to keep, 
the figures, while ‘satisfying the Government 
auditors, require to be understood before 
conclusions such as Dr. McLoughlin’s can be 
inferred from them. He, being conversant 
with the accounting system, might have heen 
expected to refrain from making statements 
that give the public a wrong impression and 
cast reflections on a public body that has 
always done its duty and has a _ record 
behind it second to none.— Yours, etc.,

The Free State farmer is in a peculiarly 
difficult position. He is the principal rate- 
payer of his country; for the Free State 
has no equivalgnt to the great commercial 
and industrial interests of England and 
the wealthy leisured classes of the 
neighbouring island. For him, therefore, 
there can be no hope of the complete 
‘‘de-rating ” of agricultural land. At the 
same time the Free State farmer is handi- 
capped by .a.higher cost of. living, He 
pays more dearly than the Englishman or 
than the farmer of Northern Ireland for 
food-stuffs, clothes, boots and other neces- 
saries. Protective tariffs account for part 
of the margin of'excess ; high labour costs, 
inferior transport facilities and the. ex- 
cessive charges of distributing concerns 
add to the fiscal vexation. English farmers, 
whose market is not separated from their 
farms by. the sea, are barely surviving. 
Can we wonder, then, that the Free State 
farmer is sending his children from the 
country ? 

The States duty to-.the farmers. of 
Southern Ireland is to take every’ possible 
measure for the reduction of the cost of 
living and for the lessening of taxation. 
At this time the farmer ought to promise 
the Government gratitude for nothing save 
‘economy, and ought to seek of the State 
nothing else. Mr. O’Gotman remarked 
that. a small country, with no consider- 
able industry save agriculture, and with 
| ayerage holdings of less than forty acres, 
would do well to cut.down expenditure on 
representatives in remote capitals and on 
generals and colonels, . For the Free State 
“ de-rating ” must find an equivalent in 
two processes—economy and the adjust- 
ment of the burden of taxation. When 
all extravagance has been abolished the 
State still will require to raise a sufficiently 
formidable revenue, but it will be the 
concern of a wise Government to avoid 
all imposts that tell upon the costs of 
living and of production. Of all citizens 
the bread-winner of the community is 
chiefly entitled to consideration. It is 
from the farmer's exports that the ree 
State derives its. income, its purchasing 
power and the welfare of its towns and 
cities; and thus every impost that injures 
agriculture injures the whole country. In 
the adoption of drastic economies the 
Government would strengthen its hands 
by all measures directed. to the lowering 
of the cost of living. ‘The present ex- 
cessive cost of labour hardly can be 
attacked with success save by those who 
set the example of frugality. 


A Noxious Traffic. 


The League of Nations may be com- 
pared with an iceberg, that shows only 
one-third of its bulk above the surface of 
the sea. Those political activities of the 
League which, at intervals, attract 
Foreign Ministers to Geneva and excite 
the newspapers form only a small part of 
its work. Throughout the year its expert 
committees, drawn from all nations, are 
investigating social and economic problems 
that concern ali nations, are helping to 
create an enlightened world-opinion on 
these problems, and are waging steady 
war on various shapes of vice and disease. 
A notable illustration of the value of such 
work was afforded Jast week at the session 
of the committee which conducts the 
League's campaign against illicit traffic in 
drugs. To ‘this committee the Dutch 
Government brought the case of a Dutch 
factory in Holland which had imported 
morphine, heroin and _ cocaine _ from 
Switzerland, and had exported them, 
mainly through agents in Vienna, to 
the Far East. The business had been 
done on a. huge scale. Sir Malcolm 
Delevingne, the British delegate, said 
that, in 1927, it amounted to 35,000 ounces 
of morphine, 113,000 ounces of heroin and 
5,550 ounces of cocaine. The heroin was 
sufficient to supply Great Britain’s 
legitimate needs for twelve years, and, 


tens of millions of victims. M, Carriére, 
the Swiss delegate, was unable to defend 
the large exports to Holland from Switzer- 
land: his Government ‘‘ undoubtedly had 
been imprudent,’’ although its faith in the 
Dutch firm’s respectability had been quite 
honest. Since most of the noxious stuff 
had been shipped to China, the Chinese 
delegate had a good case against Western 
civilisation, and made effective use of it. 
China, he said, had been censured as an 
exporter of opium to the West, but the 
present. discovery had revealed a large and 
yet more baneful import of western 
poisóns to the East. It is. an 
important fact, however, that one of 
the biggest centres of the world’s illicit: 
traflic has been destroyed. The Dutch 
Government: reported to Geneva that the 
factory in Holland no longer was per. 
mitted to make or handle dangerous drugs, 
that the Vienna agents had been either 
arrested or expelled, and: that consign- 
ments of the drugs had been seized in 
various ports. Furttiermore, both Holland | 
and Switzerland have adopted*the League's 
plan of a strict, system of export and 
import licences between the two countries.

' Uses of Patronage. 


The poverty of some modern French 
writers has prompted a suggestion by M. 
Pierre Bost that a return to the system 
of patronage might benefit literature. 
Nowadays a patron usually means a person 
who pays for a seat in a picture-house. 
The word “ patronage ” has been shorn of 
its dignity, but history supports the view 
that literature has gained much from the 
assistance of rich and cultivated men. 
Horace was a clerk in the Treasury at 
Rome, living on vegetables and water, 
when, fortunately for himself and for 
literature, he secured an introduction to 
Mecenas. Virgil also had Mecenas for a 
patron, and the /neid was published: by 
order of Augustus himself. In the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, before 
there was a. large reading public, 
patronage, if it was an evil, was a neces- 
sary evil. Perhaps, the system never 
recovered after Dr. Johnson’s famous 
letter to Lord Chesterfield, with its 
mordant inquiry: “Is not a patron, my 
lord, one who looks with unconcern on a 
man struggling for life in the water, and, 
when he has reached ground, encumbers 
him with help?” In these days an 
immense number of books is published 
which never would have seen cold print a 
couple of centuries ago. No doubt, men 
of genius wrote fulsome dedications and 
“paid many insincere compliments. to rich 
men. Whén he had finished his dedica- 
tion, however, a writer generally was per- 
mitted: to write what he pleased. A 
modern author, if he wishes to write for a 
large public, seldom is allowed so much 
freedom. Instead of pleasing one patron, 
he must please many thousands. During 
‘the past week wealthy Americans paid 
startling sums for original manuscripts 
and first editions of modern literature. It 
seems to be a pity that the interest of 
wealthy, men in letters does not take a 
different form. Would not these large 
sums of. money be employed more profit- 
ably in patronage of the traditional kind? 
No modern millionaire is anxious to enact 
the part of a Maecenas or of a Lorenzo de 
Medici, but, then, the twentieth century 
has not produced a Virgil or a Michael 
Angelo. 
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New Words: 


Scholars who attempt the definition of 
every word in a living language may be 
compared to “ panting time," which 
toiled after the immortal bard in vain. 
As Robert Louis Stevenson observed, 
however, ‘‘ to travel hopefully is betier 
than to arrive.” The history and usage 
‘of words have an endless fascination. 
Publication of the ‘Oxford English 
Dictionary ”’ began more than forty years 
ago, and the last. volume was issued in 
1928. The whole work is monumental in 
scope, and its thousands of folio pages 
bear witness to the industry and scholar- 
ship of the compilers; but a dictionary of 
a spoken language never is really com- 
plete. Already it has been found neces- 
sary to prepare a large supplementary 
volume, which will contain new words and 
new meanings of words that have come 
into use since 1884. The editors of the 
“ Dictionary ” are asking for assistance 
in their attempt to discover the dates at 
which new expressions: first made their 
appearance, Dr. Onions, the editor. gives 
some interesting examples of ‘ word. 
coining,” in a statement to the Observer. 
Aviation, motor, cars, physicial science 
and political movements all have enriched, 
or have debased, the language. It may 
be assumed reasonably that such words as 
** Soviet,’’ ‘‘ Bolshevism”’ and “' Fascism 
are permanent additions, but hundreds of 
others which have sprung up like mush- 
rooms will have short, if busy, lives. 
Many words that came into popular use 
during the war are forgotten already, and 
some of them will escape even the vigilant 
eyes at the Old Ashmolean Building. 
It is very difficult to predict the history 
of a word.  ‘* Camouflage’’ was a use- 
ful. and attractive word, but how often 
is. it heard to-day? Investigation has 
proved that some words which have an 
air of novelty are, in fact, almost 
veterans. ‘‘ Blimey”’ has been traced 
back as far as 1890, and ‘‘ beano”’ is 
some years older. It is still more surpris- 
ing to find that “ shingling,’’ in the sense 
in which most people understand it 
to-day, was used in America nearly fifty 


years ago. á

The Larger Electorate.

Shortly after noon the boys, accom- 
panied by their eleven years old sister, 
May, ,went sliding on the pond, and ‘had 
been enjoying themselves for three-quarters 
of an hour when there was a loud crack. 
The girl, who was near the bank, shouted 
to her brothers to come off, but almost 
simultaneously the ice gave way under the 
younger lad, and he dtsappeared. 


SAW HER BROTHERS DROWN. 

His sister wanted to go to his help, but 
was waved back by the older lad, who im- 
mediately crawled on hands*and knees to 
the edge of the ice hole, and, with his 
ankles held by another boy, tried to pull 
his brother out. The ice gave way a 
second time, and Harry, too, went under, 
the boy holding him having a narrow 
escape. 

The girl ran screaming for help, and 
Watson, who was skating some distance 
away, hurried to the spot. The fracture 
suddenly extended whilst he was trying to 
reach the drowning lads, and he also dis- 
appeared. 

The bodics of the three were recovered 
about an hour and a-half afterwards and 
taken to the mortuary. 


THE TOLL OF DIGGLE’S FLASH. 

On Wednesday of last week three schovl- 
boys of Leigh lost their lives in the sume 
pond, which is about a quarter of a mile 
away from the town, situated among some 
old mine workings, and on ,the previous 
Saturday and Sunday there were seven 
fatal ice accidents in other parts of the 
country, two boys being drowned at 
Maesteg, Glamorgan; two boys, and “a 
sailor who attempted their rescue, near 
Wolverhampton ; and a schoolboy, and a 
youth who tried to save him, at Shear- 
water, near Warminster, Wilts. 

The funeral of the three schoolboys who 
were drowned on Wednesday took place at 
Leigh on Saturday, and thousands of 
sympathisers lined the ronte. The inter- 
ment was preceded by a Service at the 
church where one of the boys, Thomas 
Partington, was a chorister, and was 
attended by a Jarge mumber of fellow- 
scholars. Partington’s coffin was covered 
with hia cassock and surplice.

LADY LUGARD. 


Lady Lugard, the well-known authoress 
and traveller. died at. her home at Abinger 
Common, Surrey, on last Friday night, after 
an attack of bronchial pneumonia, She was 
taken ill a week before her death. Her body 
is to be cremated at Woking on Wednesday 
next. 

Before her marriage to Lord Lugard (then 
Sir Frederick Lugard) in 1902, Lady Lugard 
was known as Miss Flora Shaw. She was in 
charge of the Colonial Department of he 
Z'imes, and undertook many special cammis- 
sions to South Africa, Australia, and other 
Continents. She knew the late Cecil Rhodes, 
and was the only woman witness at the 


Jameson Raid inquiry. 


Lady Lugard went to the Klondyke when 
all the adventurers were fighting their way 
there in quest of gold, and her vivid 
despatches of the gold rush were widely read, 
Lady Lugard was a joint founder of the War 
Refugees’ Committee, and was founder of the 
Lady Lugard Hospitality Committee- during 


the war, She did particularly valuable work 
for the Belgian refugees. 


DR. H. M. SPROULE, 


The death occurred on Saturday last of 
Dr. H. M. Sproule at his residence, Culmore, 
Londonderry. He was taken suddenly jl on 
Friday last.

LIMERICK.

, At the sixth annual meeting of the County 
imerick Branch, Trish Dairy Shorthorn 
reeders’ Society, held in Geary’s Hotel, 
Limerick, on last Saturday; . 

Mr. C. D. O'Sullivan, President, said that 
a shadow of gloom had been cast over the 
meeting Owing to the .death of Captain 
McCarthy, Deputy Chief Live Stock In- 
spector, ‘Department of Agriculture. They 
had all known him as a conscientious ‘and 
most efficient officer. They sincerely re- 

retted his sudden demise, and tendered 
theit sympathy to his widow, 

HE ANNUAL REPORT. : 

Mr. C. Dowling, Hon. Secretary, submitted 
the annual report, which stated that the 
annyal bull sales had been a continuous suc- 
cess since they were established, the average 
realised for 127 bulls in 1928 being 
4s. 4d. The introduction of an autumn sale 
for surplus earmarked heifers also had 
proved a great success. During 1928 the 
receipts totalled £354 11s, 9d., establishing 
a record, and expenditure £254 18s. i 
leaving a handsome balance to credit. Such 
a successful year was attributed to several 
generous subscribers, and thanks were con- 
veyed to all who contributed. It was regret- 
table to note the small amount of support 
received from cow-testing associations. The 
membership fee for these associations was 
fixed at the rate of threepence for every cow 
under test. In proportion to the increase 
in the number of cows under test the col- 
lection for 1928 did not show any improve- 
ment over the previous year. In 1927 there 
were 8,048 cows under test in the county 
owned by 524 farmers. Of these affiliation 
fees at the rate of threepence per cow was 
paid for 4,625 cows. In 1928 10,013 cows 
were under test, and the number for which 
the threepence per cow had been paid was 
In 1928 29 cow-testing associations were 
operating in the county, compared with nine 
associations in 1920, with 2, cows under 
test. In other words, they could claim nine 
out of every 100 cows in Limerick in 1928, 
compared with two in 1920. 

He estimated that there would be 12,000 
cows under test in 1929. Returns for 1927 
showed that the average milk yield per cow 
had been increased a“ over 100 gallons 
in the course of a few years. It 
was obvious to everyone that a great 
improvement had taken place. in the 
tvpe and vonformation of their dairy cattle. 
The contributing factor towards the :mprove- 
ment had been the Cow Testing Association 
and the. premium bull. One could not exist 
and make progress without the other. 

INCREASING THE MILK YIELD. 

At the present rate of progress 1t would be 
aucther 15 years before records were kept of 
5 per cent. of the cows of the country. They 
were told that if the average yield of the one 
aud a quarter million cows in the Free State 
was increased by 200 gallons it would increase 
the revenue of the country by over £7,000,000. 
Such an improvement was quite possible in 
lew of the improvement that had been 
efiected in individual herds, which, in many 
eases showed an average increase of 200 
gallons per cow, and up to 350 gallons. 

li tock » huge sum of money was within 
their grasp, was hot a more comprehensive 
schemo possible to the Government? The 
great impediment towards progress in the 
present scheme was the membership fees 
charged by Cow Testing Associations. Ii 
chat was reduced to at least half, they would 
im the course of twelve months have at Jeast 
25 per cent. of fhe cows of the country under 
lest as compared with seven per cent. in 1928. 

_ THE TWO ESSENTIALS. 

The success of cow testing depended on

tenure. and the conditions under which he 
worked were far from satisfactory, the result 
hemg that the best men were leaving the 
service each year. If they desired to make 
progress the supervisor should be properly 
paul and made independent of the farmers. 

[he importance of keeping accurate records 
could not be stressed too much. A ruling 
should be made whereby members of cow test- 
ing associations should guarantee payment of 
the ful] 7s, a cow in the event a being de- 
tected in keeping inaccurate or careless re- 
cords, or resigning membership before the 
year was completed. \Such a ruling 
would almost entirely eliminate the 
present harsh treatment of supervisors 
oy the Department s. inspeciors in the event 
wt herds being withdrawn from test during 
the year or in the case of members keeping 
iuaccurate records. 

She Chairman expressed the belief that if 
the ós. per cow could be reduced they would 
have a larger number of cows under test.

THE DEPARTMENT'S SCHEME.

- DENOUNCED BY MR. 
HOGAN: 


Speaking at a Cumami na 
convention ‘at Headford,” County Galway,’ 
yesterday, Mr. Patrick Hogan, Minister for 
Agriculture in the Irish Free State, said that 
the leaders of the ós a gc Party had 
recently been expounding their economic 

icy é but, as the discussions of the 

nomic Committee had now reached a 
definite stage, he did not want to deal with 
Mr. de Valera’s statements until the dis- 
cussions are over, The so-called Republican 
programme of no exports to England did not 
appeal to him at all, He (Mr. Hogan) thought 
that the best of everything was not half 
good enough for the Englishman, and tlie 
only objection that he had was that the 
English were not paying them enough for 
their cattle, sheep, and pigs. 

The farmers of the country would agree 
with him that the pelicy of no exports would 
lead the country to ruin. Coupled with that 
policy was the one for putting tariffs on 
everything. What did it amount to? Most 
of everything that they wanted to buy should 
be highly paid for, and if they wanted to sell 
they should seli cheaply to thew 
neighbours. If that policy were pul into opera- 
tion a lot of the so-called patriotic farmers 
would change their minds very quickly. This 
policy was to appeal to the long-haired, blue- 
eyed, pale-faced patriots who never managed 
a farm or a shop. 

THE LAND ANNUITIES. 

The only real policy that Fianna Fail had 
was to pay no annuities—asking the Irish 

ople to embezzle the money lent to them 
for land purchase. No matter what form ol 
government they had, if the people in bad 
times repudiated their debits the country 
would go down. Fianna Fail said that the 

yment of the land annuities was illegal. 
t was open to Fianna Fail to bring an in- 
junction against the Minister for Finance and 
hove the matter tested in the Courts. They 
did not bring it, because they knew that they 
had not a leg to stand on.

CHARITY SERMONS. 


In the Church of St. Francis Xavier, Upper 
Cardiner street, Dublin, yesterday, the Very 
Rev. A. Macardle, 8.J., preached the annual 
charity sermon in aid of the Sacred Heart 
Home, Drumcondra, to a large congregation. 
He said that the country was passing through 
a period of great commercial depression con- 
sequent on the great World War. In conse- 
quence of that terrific struggle trade and 
commerce were dislocated, and people were 
suffering even to the present day. In their. 
own country domestic troubles intensified the 
results. The commercial depression hit the 
working man most; for he found it difficult 
to obtain employment, and he depended on 
the work of hig hands to provide bread for 
those who were dependent upon him. Added 
to these were the calamities which occurred 
in great centres of population. Their parents 
were taken away from little children, who 
were left as a charge on their immediate re- 
latives or on the world at large. The diffi 
culties confronting the charitable relatives 
were great, and in such circumstances there 
were not wanting those who tried to snatch 
the little charges. and to rear them in an 
alien religion. Vast sums of money had 
been spent, and were being spent, to wrest 
these little souls from their natural protectors. 
and to bring them up in the darkness and 
coldness of heresy. 

Circumstances of this kind forty years ago 
came so: vividly to Catholic ladies connected 
with the Church that they determined they 
would not leaye it possible for those agents 
of an alien Church to come and take Catholic 
children. So it was that the Home on behalf 
of which he-pleaded was founded. 

_ During its forty years the Home had done 
incalculable good in the interests of poor 
children who happened to be exposed to the 
Snares he had indicated. It was an essential 
condition of admission to the Sacred Heart 
Home that the child had been rescued from 
a ‘“*Bird’s Nest,’ or else had been in 
unmediate danger of being taken there, and 
since the Home had been established six 
thousand little boys and girls had been 
rescued from proselytism. Not one, but half 
a dozen such homes, should be in active 
operation; but, thank heaven. there were 
now many agenctes in existence doing mighty 
good work for God. ee

THE LANE BEQUEST. 
MR. BODKIN’S REVIEW OF 
THE CONTROVERSY. 


Dublin’s claim to regain the Lane collection 
of pictures was re-stated by Mr. Thomas 
Bodkin, LL.D., Director of the National 
Gallery, in a lecture before the Blackrock 
Literary and Debating Society on Saturday 
night. These pictures, he said, numbered ' 
thirty-nine, and the controversy about them 
had gone on continuously in one form or 
another for the past 24 years. In February, 
1914, Sir Hugh Lane was appointed a Direc- 
tor of the National Gallery, Dublin, fifteen 
months before he met his death in the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania. Before sailing for 
America he executed a codicil to his will, in 
which he bequeathed the. group of pictures, 
the at the London National Gallery, to the 
City of Dublin, provided that a. suitable 
i rovided for them within five 
yers of his death. As the codicil was in- 
operative for want af compliance with the 
formalities prescribed by the Wills Act, the 
pictures had to he disposed of by Lane's 
executors 1n accordance with the terms of the 
will long previously made. They were, there- 
fore, duly handed over to the Trustees of the 
London Netional Gallery, 

Dr. Bodkin traced the steps which had 
been taken to have the pictures restored to 
Dublin, and the findings of the Commission 
appointed to consider the matter. The report 
of the Commission was of the utmost value 
to Ireland, for it put on record once and far 
ever that an English tribunal of weight and 
standing had formally decided that Lane's 
last wishes were those set out in his codicil. 
That being so, he for one would like to 
think that sooner or later the English people 
will become ashamed to retain the pictures, 
which Lane so ardently desired to see dis- 
“oe in Dublin. 

The lecturer showed reproductions of the 
pictares now in London, and said that of the 
sixteen illustrations of the modern French 
School catalogue there, nine of them, morally 
speaking, belopged to Dublin, “ '“.

The success achieved by the County Cork 
Farmers’ Union in its efforts to provide ,im- 
proved marketing facilities fór the disposal 
of its members” products 1s shown in the 
accounts of the organsation’s trading depart- 
ment for the nine months ended 
cember last7~ During that period the gross 
income from the handling of pigs alone 
amounted to £3,099 Is. 

The sum was further increased by the 
handling of manures, coal, meal, and barley ; 
and after paying the working expenses of the 
department, ofiice salaries, and other ad- 
ministrative expenses, there remains an excss 
of income over expenditure for the nine 
months of £638 15s. 9d. The department’s 
capital now amounts to £2,032, 

SUGGESTED AMALGAMATION, 

In view of their increased trading activities 
the executive committee of the body have 
recommended that in order to place the de- 
partment on a sound legal basis, the Farmers’ 
Union and Union’s Abattoir Company 
should be amalgamated, and it is understood 
that this step will be taken within the next 
few months. 

It is now almost twelve months since the 
abattoir was established, and although the 
balance sheet for the year has not yet been 
published, it was stated at the annual meet- 
ing of the Union here yesterday that the 
concern was in a flourishing condition, and 
that the merging of these two departments 
would be for the general benefit of the 
members. 

INCREASED CAPITAL. 

Mr. E. J. Cussen, the Secretary, told me 
that the capital of the company would 
probably be increased to the extent of two 
thoúsánd pounds, in order that the members 
of the organisation should have an oppor- 
tunity of acquirmg further shares in the 
company, and also that the trading depart- 
ment might be in a position of transferring 
portion of its capital, and so acquiring’ a 
a large interest in it. 

There was a large attendance at the annual 
eneral meeting of the Executive, which was 
held in the Imperial Hotel. A number of the 
speakers urged the necessity for a_ large 
reduction jn taxation in the Irish Free State. 

PULLING TOGETHER. ! 

Mr. J. Barrett, the retiring Chairman, said 
that the position of the Cork Farmers’ Union 
had been well maintained during the past 
twelve months, despite the fact that 1928 was 
not a prosperous year for farmers. The price 
of vattle. had ‘‘slumped’’ further, and last 
autumn the price of pigs had almost collapsed. 
His own opinion was that, although they had 
done a great deal of good in the County Cork, 
and were more successful and better organised 
than in other counties—and that was due to 
their own efforts—they should not rest 
satisfied with the position as they had it. 

The Farmers’ Union could best be described 
as a team organisation in pulling together, 
instead of individual effort, and, if they were 
to make the Union a success, they must 
organise to a much greater extent, both in 
headquarters and in their branches. 

Proceeding. he said that the year 1928 had 
heen an eventful one in the County Cork 
Farmers’ Union; they had opened their 
abattoir, and he believed that when the 
balance sheet of that. department. was 


satiefactory one. Their Union was not a 
trading organisation, and the proposed 
amalgamation between it and the abattoir 
would have to be ratified by a general meet- 
ing of their members before it became 
efiective. 

Expressing the hope that their progress 
would be continued, Mr, Barrett pointed out 
that the Farmers’ Union was not a transitory 
thing. but was a definite and lasting organisa- 
tion for their own prosperity and advatce- 
ment. He paid a tribute to the work of thet 
secretary, Mr. E. J. Cussen 

The Secretary submitted the annual re- 
port, which showed that, despite a fall in 
subscriptions, their membership had not de 
creased, and the Union was an important 
factor in improving the lot of the farming 
community in the County Councils. 

DE-RATING IN THE FREE STATE. 

Mr. D. L. O’German, spoke at some length 
on the position of the Irish farmers, and 
said that the de-rating of agricultural land 
in the Irish Free State was a question which 
would be widely discussed in this country, 
as it was in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. The English farmers were im a 
much better position than farmers were in 
the Free State. The English farmer could 
place his produce in the market at virtually 
no cost to himself; and, in addition, food- 
stuffs, clothes, boots and the other necessi- 
ties of life cost him much less. Despite 
that, however, four hundred English farmers 
became bankrupt last year; and, if with al] 
these advantages that uumber were unable 
to remain solvent, how could the Irish 
farmer be expected to carry on and carry 
the rest of the country on his back. 

Mr. O’Gorman went on to say that de- 
rating in Southern Ireland was utterly un- 
possible in view of the fact that the agri- 
cultural community constituted the largest 
rate-paying section in the country.

MR. LEMASS IN 
CLONMEL. 


THE PAYMENT OF LAND 
ANNUITIES. 


Mr. Sein Lemass, T.D., and Mr. Seán 
Hayes, T.D., were the principal speakers at 
a Fianna Fail meeting in Clonmel yesterday 
evening. Mr. J. P. Kennedy, Clonmel, pre- 
sided. 

Mr. Sein Hayes, T.D., said that they in 
the Free State had the same right to retain 
the land annuities in their Exchequer as the 
Government of Northern Ireland, and to 
utilise it for the good of the people, especi- 
ally those in rural areas, where destitution 
and unemployment were rife. 

LAND ANNUITIES. 

Mr. Seán Lemass, T.D., said that Mr. 
Hogan stated in Clonmel that it was a 
deliberate lie to say that the land annuities 
were paid to Britain, but, through England, 
to the people the world over who loaned 
the ‘money to the Irish farmers. If Mr. 
Hogan had read the Land Acts, he would 
know that he was not telling the truth. The 
Land Act of 1903 was the Act under which 
the land of Ireland was purchased. The 
Act declared that the guaranteed 
Stock was subject to the National Debt 
Act and the Land Steck was to be con- 
sidered part of the National Debt. ‘The 
British Parliament declared it part and 
a of the National Debt, and eminent 
awyers bore that contention out; yet Mr. 
Hogan declared that Guaranteed Stock was 
not part of the National Debt. Suppose 
that Mr. Hogan was right, if it was not part 
of the National Debt, then surely no liability 
in respect of that stock was undertaken by 
the Free State Government when the Treaty 
was signed. If it was part of the National 
Debt any liability was cancelled by Article 5 
of the Treaty. 

Free State Ministers declared that the 
Treaty could not be altered for fear of the 
“Black and Tans” coming back; yet it 
had been altered fundamentally. Article 12 
provided for the Boundary Commission, and 
there was hope that the border would be so 
arranged that the Northern Government 
would have very little country to govern, 
and that Irish unity would be brought nearer. 
Yet the Free State Government made a 
settlement, surrendering Nationalist districts 
to the North and enforcing the old boundary 
for all time, agreed to pay R.LC. pensions 
and increased pensions, and got in return th 
cancellation of Article 12, and with it 
liability for the British national debt. Under 
the financial settlement six millions was pac 
to England in a bulk sum, and the Free 
State was committed to an annual payment 
of five millions. They were thus paying to 
Kngland a much larger sum than was claimed 
under Article 5 of the Treaty, and jn face 
of all this Mr. Hogan came forward and 
said that Fianna Fai) was _ preaching er- 
bezzlement in demanding that the land 
annuities be retained in the Irish Exchequet. 
Fianna Fail maintained that they were legally 
and constiutionally entitled to retain the 
annuities and to recover the money alread; 
transferred to Engtand 


THE BUDGET’S SHORTAGE. 

Mr. Cosgrave said at one time that their 
liability to England was represented by a big 
nought, but he had shown that the nought 
was now represented by millions. Mr. Blythe 
had misjudged the taxable capacity of the 
eople, and, as a result of mismanagement, 
e would have to ask the Dail to facilitate 
him in meeting a two million pound shortage. 
It would mean more taxation, which the 
country could not bear.

meeting in Carrick-on-Suir yesterday, said 
that the Government cannot survive the next 
Budget. They must make provision for nearly 
three millions additional taxation in the next 
Budget, and impose an impossible burden on 
the taxpayers, The Government will then 
probably take the coward’s way out, and 
throw the responsibility of government on 
their political opponents, Fianna Fail. would 
not shirk the responsibility. 

Dealing with protection, he said that the 
nrotection policy of Fianna Fail would in- 
crease by 100 per cent. Ireland’s production 
in woollens, milling, coachbuilding, boots, 
and he criticised the delay in the report of 
the Tariff Commission. He predicted a 
general election earlier than was generally ex- 
pected. Inefficiency,- waste, and- disregard for 
the national welfare characterised every 
Government department.

WEXFORD FARMERS’ 
RESOLUTION.

The County Wexford Beet Growers’ Asso- 
ciation held a special meeting on Saturday in 
Wexford, at which a resolution was carried, 
declining to accept the Irish Sugar Manu- 
facturing Company’s proposal to enter imic 
contracts at 44s. per ton for beet, as the 
price was entirely inadequate . - 

The Secretary, Mrs. E. M. Stephens, read 
communications from growers in the Bally. 
hogue and Campile areas, rejecting the com- 
pany’s proposa).. ae. 

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. | 

Mr. M.: M. Roche, who presided, “said 
that negotiations between the Executive .f 
the Beet Growers’ Association and the Sugar 
Manufacturing Company had been stopped, 
because no progress could be made on the 
company’s proposal. He believed agents of 
the company were for the past few days 
with a view to inducing growers to enter in‘v 
contracts. It was not yet known how fa: 
the agents had got on, but it was important 
that no grower should enter into any contract 
at the present time, because on Monday re 
presentatives of the beet growers in the ten 
counties were meeting T.D.'s in Dublin to 
consider the question. It would, therefor, 
be a fatal slip for any grower to enter into 
a coniract when this conference was pending. 

The growers had a very good case, 
and if they held out they could succeed. 
The compan could not close the factory. 
because of the subsidy due to them, and the 
Government, which would insist on the com- 
pany fulfilling their agreement, would have 
to step in and see that the growers got a 
fair deal. The Ama were, in his opinion, 
making a big mistake by offering 44s. a ton, 
because in the event of the factory being 
closed the people who ceased to grow beet 
and utilised their Jand for other crops would 
rot be prepared to return to beet-growing 
uuless at an even more increased price. “The 
growers in Carlow were even more hostile to 
the company’s proposal than those in other 
counties. ‘The company would have to close 
the factory if the growers declined to enter 
inte contracts at the terms offered, and con- 
sequently the company would have to come 
ujong and meet the growers’ demand. 

, THE MARGIN OF PROFIT. 

Mr. M. Doyle, Chairman, County Wexford 
County Council, said that anyone who had 
experience of beet-growing would not be 
surprised at the decision of the Executive of 
the Beet Growers’ Association turming down 
the company’s proposals. Taking the cos; of 
production into consideration, the margin of 
profit to the grower, at even 54s, a ton, was 
very small, The only real profit which 
was derived was the feeding of the 
crowns and tops to stock, but a great many 
growers had. no stock to feed with them. 

He was of the opinion that thé growers 
did not require any Government to interfere, 
because if the growers remained true to 
themselves they could make a very strong 
case. They should not go begging assistance, 
and if the farmers determined not to grow 
the beet the company would not keep the 
factory idle, but would make a much im- 
proved offer. The company were making 
double the profit which they anticipated at 
the outset, as they estimated that not more 
than 10,000 acres would be grown, while last 
year the acreage increased to 19,000. 

THE ACREAGE CAPACITY. 

Mr. W. Thorpe said that what the company 
told them about the acreage capacity was 
fictitious, as he had the experience this year 
of only obtaining a yield of eight tons to the 
acre on good land. 

Mr. J. Furlong said that he had been told 
by farmers from the Kilmore district that 
they were prepared to grow beet at 44s. a 
ton. Some of those people were at the 
meeting. 

Chairman—What brings them in here? 
They are not members of the Association. 

Mr. J. Byrne, Boley, said that an attempt 
was being made to stampede the farmers into 
growing the beet, and the Association should 
take immediate steps to counteract that move 
by propaganda or other means. 

Mr. B, Murphy said that a bribe was) being 
held out by the company. 

Mr. W. Boggan—Is there any gentleman
